a. Total EEI expenses booked in the test year are $420,184.90. This amount 
includes all amounts paid directly to EEI or by means of a Company procurement 
card. The Company’s employee expense reimbursement system does not provide 
individual vendor detail, so payments to EEI made directly by employees, for 
items such as course fees, are not included in this amount. 

b. Beginning in 2007, EEI is no longer preparing the breakout of activities by 
NARUC category as provided in the last rate case. The amount of IUJ’s total EEI 
expenses in the test year spent on lobbying are as follows:
